George ,Young, father of-the, boy, and 
his second wife, shamefully abused the 
lad, .compelling him to do: the work-of 
a hired man; ducking his head, under 
water; kicking and pounding him and 
using language not fit for a boy of ten- 
der years to hear. 
Mrs. Hcyl prayed 


.that she '^e given custody of the boy, 
So that 'he could be properly taken care 
of and brought up. 


Arguments of the attorney for Mrs, 


Heyl were in .effect that the father and 
"his second ."wife' were not fit persons to 
have charge of the little boy, in view 
of the testimony that had been given 
at the previous bearing, and tliat the boy 
should- be taken away and given into 
the custody of .the 'grandmother 
and 


properly treated. 


Attorneys -jor ' Mr. and Mrs. Young 


argued thatKjihe testimony given was 
greatly exaggerated and that tbe boy 
was not shamefully abused, but that the 
puniithmcnt administered was because be 
was naughty and not any more than 
parents used in such instances.. He also 
attempted to show that Mrs. Heyl and 
others were prejudiced. 


Judge Smieding asked District Attcr- 


-nsy • Thompson for his opinion 
of 
the 


case. Mr. Thompson said after a few 
preliminary remarks that he believed 
the boy. should remain .'in the custody 
of 'the parents. Judge Smieding, in ren- 
dering his decision said he 'did not agree 
with any of them.

there was no prejudice on the part of

will drive away and keep away flies, 
mosquitoes, bugs and moths. 


The Household Apron.—Women 
who 


do- a good part of their own work, or at 
least, overlook the maid's work, should 
make four household aprons, These keep 
the entire frock clean. 


They are made of dull blue, gray or 


brown ginjfham and reach to the edge of 
the gown. They are buttoned down the 
back and have wide, deep sleeves, put 
into deep armholcs, then gathered at the 
wrist to a 1-inch turnover cuff fastened 
with a pearl button. 


They are cut V-shape at 
the neck, 


back and front and finished with a 2:inch 
flat stitched band. .There .arc four 'poc- 
kets, the two lower ones larger than the 
upper ones, and all big enough to hold 
the things that are needed in cleaning 
or dusting or washing. 


Have Beautiful Teeth,—If you wish to 


have pretty teeth you must remember 
that after every time you eat you must 
clean your teeth, and do it immediately, 
as to leave particles of food about your 
teeth is to invite malignant bacteria. 


Cleanliness cannot be obtained by 'us- 


ing an old. water soaked toothbrush, nor 
one, which.is used constantly. One should 
always 
keep 
two fairly stiff

brushes, and when one has'been used for 
two days it should be washed in carbolic 
acid water and laid in the sun and air 
for two days.

away. 


For-Pine Wood Floors.—Old pinewood 


floors will look pretty and be easy to 
clean when painted the following- way: 
Paint and let it dry. Make a stiff putty 
of whiting, boiled linseed oil and water. 
Cut a piece of the sole of an old rubber 
or shoe, the eclge smooth/and putty nil 
cracks and holes. If the floor is rough 
putty it all over. When dry, in a day 
or so, rub it with sandpaper or with wa- 
ter and sandstone and wipe it dry. Now 
paint it cream color -or yellow. Lot it 
dry two days and paint again. Now 
make with mahogany stain a border 12 
niche* wide. To get it even take a cord 
and run the brush along the side of it. 
When this is dry varnish the whole floor. 
it i's as nice as any 'Hardwood -floor 'and 
as easy to clean. In making.the putty 
use the same amount of oil and water, 
but put the water in the whiting lirst.

termilk, flour to make soft dough. Add 
shortening to the molasses, then add the 
egg well beaten. Sift the flour, soda, salt 
and spices together-and iuld alternately 
with the milk. Then add more flour to 
make a soft dough. Roll out one-fourth 
inch .'.hick and cut in squares. Bake in 
a moderate oven. 


• Apple Mcringue.—Peel imd cora a half 
a dozen fine apples: put them in a por- 
celain-lined dish and pour around them a 
thin sirup made by 'boiling together one 
minute half a cup of sugar and half a 
cup of water.
